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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: (1) Applicant argues that the MPEP makes nor 
explicit requirement for a signature and date in an invention disclosure submitted under 37 CFR 1.131. This argument is moot, as the 
MPEP does not address every single possible type of evidence that could theoretically be submitted. Examiner maintains that 
consideration of a missing signature and missing date in an invention disclosure can be properly made as a consideration of evidence.(2) 
Applicant argues that the MPEP allows for redaction of certain limited information in docunnents submitted under 37 CFR 1.131. This is 
correct, but the evidence of record does not state or suggest that this is actually what occured. Statement #2 in the Declaration ofGregory 
Milby et al. dated January 12, 2004 suggests away from this possibility. (3) Applicant argues that evidence of diligence has been 
submitted. Examiner maintains the findings regarding lack of diligence. (4) Applicant argues that Zheng et al. does not disclose persistent 
data storage and non-persistent memory. Examiner maintains that these features are present in Zheng et al, and are addressed in the 
discussion of claim 1 in the final office action . 
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
